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Breaking the Space Barrier 


T ake an average size apartment in Philadelphia, a client 
who wants spaciousness without losing the identity of 
individual rooms, the imaginative talents of the interior 
design team of Witte & Kurtz, A.I.D., and you have the 
unusual installation pictured here. The uniqueness of the 
apartment is evident from the moment one enters the 
attractive foyer with its wall covering of floating clouds, 
gold and white viny] tile flooring, and folding wood 
doors in a pierced Moroccan grille motif. Through the 
doors is the living room. A glance to the right and 
one catches a view of the dining room through 
an opening in the wall enclosed with a panel of the 
same wood grille. In fact, wherever one looks in the 
main areas of the apartment, ihere is always the feeling 


of space beyond: in the living room, a pierced screen 








divider separates living room and dining room on one 
side, living room and den on the other. Much of this 
is reflected in a wall of smoked mirror glass doubly 
enhancing the spacious effect. In the dining room, built-in 
china closets seem to take less space by elevating them 
on a marble base rather than bringing them flush to the 
floor. Continuity of design is another feature of the 
apartment, and this is achieved by using furnishings of 
custom design. The Moroccan motif is echoed in the 
arched base of a coffee table, the painted border on the 
dining table, the mirrored wall in the living room. Spe- 
cially designed lamps, lighting fixtures and hardware are 
also keyed to the overall design, and most of the accesso- 
ries, including a pair of antique Persian panels, were 


purchased for the clients on buying trips abroad.

Ant in many forms, handcrafted materials and custom 
designed furnishings are combined to provide an unusual 
degree of warmth and beauty in the recently opened 
Lytton Center Building in Hollywood, California. The 
design and decoration of the building is the work of the 
architect and interior design team of Kurt Meyer, A.I.A., 
and Adele Faulkner, A.I.D. Emphasis on the building’s 
esthetic qualities stems from the aims of the client to 
create a structure that not only serves as headquarters 
of a financial institution but also constitutes a permanent 
contribution to community betterment. 

The Center, located at the corner of Sunset Boulevard 
and Crescent Heights Boulevard, is the first phase of a 
proposed six-million dollar development by the Lytton 
Savings and Loan Association and its parent company, 
Lytton Financial Corporation, which is scheduled to 
include stores, shops and a multi-story office tower. The 
land set aside for the building was relatively small, 
embracing only two and one-half acres. In spite of this, 
large amounts of space are given to gardens, shade trees, 
promenades, fountains and benches. The historic signifi- 
cance of the site was also kept in mind. Previously the 
location of the internationally known Garden of Allah, 
a landmark for many years as the gathering place of 
motion picture celebrities, the site has been marked by 
a pavilion in the center’s plaza area which contains a 
one-eighth inch scale reproduction of the old hotel created 
by artist Jack Eddington. 

The new building contains 30,000 square feet and is 
on three levels, one below street grade. It is of reinforced 
concrete, and a folded plate slab roof is probably the 
most striking feature of the exterior. Exterior walls on 
the ground level are largely glass with a section of Bou- 
quet Canyon stone. The upper level walls are of St. 
Peters travertine marble imported from Italy. On the 
ground level are the savings department, loan department 
and executive offices. The upper level contains the loan 
service department, other private offices, space for growth 
and an area for mechanical equipment. On the below- 
ground level are staff lounge, accounting department, 
mail room and additional mechanical equipment. 

Working with the banks’ president and board chairman 
Bart Lytton was not a new experience for the architect- 
interior designer team, for they had worked with him 
on previous occasions, notably in connection with the

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Lytton residence. In the design of the new building, they 
translated his basic ideas into a working installation that 
is as handsome as it is practical. 

Immediately inside the main entrance, flooring is of 
Schiefer stone in two tones of brown, a West German 


import. Adjoining this, the central lobby area is covered 


with a carpet 78 feet by 118 feet, designed by Miss 


Faulkner and handwoven in Mexico in two tones of 
bronze with a dramatic freeform sunburst in the center. 
The carpet colors follow the broad color plan on both the 
ground and upper levels, echoing the earth tones of 
the exterior—bronze, bronze green and old gold. Another 
striking feature of this area is a huge sculptured glass-in- 
concrete screen by Roger Darricarere. Measuring twenty- 
three feet in length, eight feet in height and two feet in 
depth, the screen is lighted from within and serves to 
separate the public area from the executive offices. 

In the public areas generally, flooring alternates highly 
polished black and gold vinyl tile with rich textured 
wool carpeting in two tones of bronze and green. Most 
walls are covered with vinyl, and the accounting room 
walls are lined with fabric-covered acoustical tile to con- 
trol the noise of the machines. Flooring here is pure viny! 
carpeting which can be washed like a hard wood floor. 

Art plays an important role throughout the installation. 
In the staff lounge, murals by Margot Zemach, illustrator 
of children’s books, depict caricature drawings on electric 
blue vinyl. Sculptor David Green created a bronze family 
group which occupies a primary place against the exterior. 
In the lobby, a bronze and brass sculpture by Gianni is 
the focal point on a long writing counter and seating 
group which divides the teller’s window from the loan 
department. A sculpture, “The Third Invention” by 
George Baker, is used in the executive offices; behind the 
tellers’ windows is an abstract mural by Robert Ellis; 
and numerous original paintings by young Southern 


California artists are exhibited throughout the building.

The Open Hearth 


Earth, air, fire, and water, the Greeks said, are elemental 
to us. And there is still nothing more restful and relaxing 
than peering into a limpid pool or a flickering fire. 
Regardless of the superior efficiency of modern central 
heating systems the fireplace and the stove retain a central 
place of honor in today’s interiors; nor is our devotion 
to these fixtures simply a devotion to traditional orna- 
ment. In response to our psychological needs, fire in our 
environment fills an elemental requirement. Where the 
crackling fire comforts us, few will choose to peer into 
the peaceful television screen. Nearly every period of 
fireplace and stove is represented in dealers’ collections. 
Only the early Renaissance examples which were so popu- é 
lar in the Twenties seem now neglected. The preponder- 
ance of 18th century French marble mantels reflects 
the current popularity of their periods, but other interest- 
ing antiques are also available; a riotously colored

Designing For The Larger Area 


Achieving an atmosphere of intimacy and informality 
in the larger house or apartment is the inevitable problem 
which every interior designer has to face, and how it has 
been resolved in the records of achievement by other 
interior designers makes fascinating reports for all. A 
concrete example in point is the apartment in Hamilton 
House, a cooperative apartment house by architects 
Morris Lapidus, Kornblath, Harle & Liebman, in Miami 
Beach, the interiors recently completed by interior de- 
signer Haygood Lasseter, A.I.D. Obviously the apartment 
has been designed for clients with a penchant for large- 
scale entertaining and who also desire to enjoy smooth 
day-to-day living. The interior designer has catered ex- 
actly to the extensive social requirements implied, result- 


ing in a distinguished apartment of refinement in design, 


bolstered by an imaginative use of color, furniture ar- 
rangement, distribution of texture, and space. The difficul- 
ties of working in such large areas, at first seemingly in- 
surmountable, can be imagined. Yet they have proved a 
stimulus to good interior design resulting in an unusually 
interesting apartment. No attempt was made to divide the 
great living area into any semblance of a room in the cus- 
tomary. manner; instead, demarcations are achieved by 
such strategic gestures as the cabinet wall installed be- 
tween living room and breakfast bar and the beaded 
screen behind the tufted sofa at the opening to the dining 
area. Throughout, the apartment represents a handsome 
accomplishment in interior design, detailed from every 
angle, to offer the maximum of comfort to the family

Fifty Years of Rayon 


This month marks the 50th anniversary of the American 
Viscose Corporation. It is a double anniversary, for it is 
also fifty years since the first man-made fiber was suc- 
cessfully produced in the United States. The site was 
Marcus Hook, Pennsylvania; the fiber was referred to 
as “artificial silk.” Today the research laboratories of 
American Viscose are on this same spot; and the fiber 
they first produced there fifty years ago is rayon. 

The development of rayon from the tenuous, brittle 
strands first produced in Marcus Hook to the most widely 
used and most versatile of man-made fibers represents a 
continuous program of research and study, of techno- 
logical refinement and scientific development. And as the 
first and largest producer of rayon in the United States, 
the American Viscose Corporation has played the major 
role in this development. 

Because the first rayon produced was a comparatively 
weak fiber but one that readily accepted colorful dyes, 
it was sold for braid, millinery, embroidery, ribbon, 
trimming and prayer rugs. As research and improved 
production techniques bettered the quality and uniformity 
of the fiber, it found more substantial use in hosiery and 
apparel. 

Today, science and technology have changed rayon 
tremendously. It can be used to create the most gossamer 
of yarns or the strongest of automobile tires; it is the 
most readily controlled of all man-made fibers; and as a 
fabric component it is possible to create remarkably 
diverse textures and weights, in almost limitless colors. 

The first significant use of rayon in homefurnishings 
was not reached until 1950 when a 15-denier crimped 
carpet staple was offered for easy volume production of 
tufted goods. The improvements since then have been 
concentrated primarily on specific rayons for particular 
end uses making possible such applications of rayon as 
carpeting, scatter rugs, draperies, curtains, bedspreads, 
blankets, napery, towels and cut-order decorative fabrics. 
The price of these products ranges from ready-made cur- 
tains sold at $1.98 a pair t» decorative fabrics at $25 a 
yard. 

The rayon fibers produced by the American Viscose 
Corporation are marketed under the name “Avisco”. A 
survey of the various trade names identifying Avisco 
fibers as created for specific end use was presented in a 
feature article, “A New Look at Rayon” in the January, 
1960 issue of INTERIOR DESIGN. Since then, however, two 
new rayon fibers have been developed by Avisco. Avril, 
which made its debut in the homefurnishings field this 
fall, has a built-in shrink resistance, provides excellent 


‘ 
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fabric stability, is said to be unaffected by caustics and 
can be mercerized or preshrunk. Although its initial use 
in homefurnishings is in bath towels in combination with 
cotton, it is slated for probable use in warp yarns of 
draperies and blankets. A second new fiber, Avlin, is a 
multi-cellular rayon said to have unique self-bonding 
properties giving greater firmness and bulk to finished 
fabrics and producing a crisp dry hand and special tex- 
ture characteristics. Finished home goods of Avlin rayon 
are not as yet commercially available. 

So widely used is rayon in homefurnishings today that 
this versatile fiber would seem to be undergoing a flour- 
ishing renaissance. A few statistics tell the story: in 1948, 
rayon staples accounted for only 18% of total consump- 
tion in household goods; in 1959, the ratio in relation to 
apparel use gives homefurnishings a lead of 51%: 
American Viscose staples sales for drapery and upholstery 
fabrics were four times as great in 1958 as in 1955: 
and sales of Avicron rayon registered a 372% increase in 
1959 over 1958. In fact, the lines of nearly every large 
decorative fabric house include fabrics of Avisco rayon. 

Reasons for this tremendous renaissance in the use of 
rayon are not difficult to determine. In addition to per- 
formance and economy, the best-known assets of Avisco 
rayon, there is the factor of visual and aesthetic appeal. 
A look at offerings from the country’s leading fabric 
designers, converters and carpet manufacturers will 
supply ample evidence of this. But no one fiber can 
supply all the attributes desired for every end use, and 
the emphasis in the development program of the American 
Viscose Corporation has been on creating characteristics 
appropriate for different finished products and on offer- 
ing fabrics which retain the basic advantages of rayon 
augmented by bonus features for specified performance 
needs. And one of rayon’s greatest attributes is its 
adaptability to blend with other fibers, both synthetic 
and natural. Special kinds of Avisco rayon lend strength 
or softness, absorption or shrink-resistance, dyeability 
and soil-resistance. It is used in textiles that are sheer or 
thickly textured, glossy smooth, high-low sculptured or 
firmly knit, lace-patterned or densely woven. It appears 
in every imaginable type of fabric construction, and in 
literally countless color variations. 

Although it has passed the half-century mark, rayon is 
still relatively new, especially in its application to home- 
furnishings. And the American Viscose Corporation is 
gearing its research to further improvement of Avisco 
yarns. The results of their efforts will undoubtedly open 
still more markets and increase use of rayon fibers. 
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Versatile Talent 


P aint, sand, sea shells, glass mosaics, seeds—these are 
but a few of the materials that artist Shirley Tattersfield 
uses to create colorful and eye-catching murals and deco- 
ration for clients across the country. As pretty as she 
is talented, Miss Tattersfield is also of an intrepid nature, 
and the size, scope or location of the assignment seems 
not to phase her a bit. One day she may be pei: bed atop 
a ten-foot ladder transforming the wall of . notel in 
Puerto Rico, the next day she’s off to execute a com- 
mission in New York. Perhaps her most unusual assign- 
ment was in Palm Beach where a section of land about 
a third the size of Manhattan was being reclaimed for 
an extensive building program known as “Westward 
Expansion.” A “teaser” fence was built around the 
property and Miss Tattersfield was commissioned to paint 
the fence with cartoon characters. The fact that alligators 
were still roaming on the land behind, and the fence was 
a mile long only lent an element of excitement to the 
job. Although she does considerable work “in the field,” 
many of her assignments are executed in her Philadelphia 
studio at 2047 Cherry Street, where she and her partner 
Marion Ayres work with a staff of six artists. Most of 
these artists are young graduates from the Philadelphia 
Museum School of Art which is also Miss Tattersfield’s 
alma mater. Before embarking upon her career as a 
mural artist, she also attended Barnes Foundation, taught 
at the Toledo Museum of Art and assisted Umberto 
Romano at his school in Gloucester, Mass. She has re- 
ceived considerable international recognition since her 
first one-man show at the Philadelphia Art Alliance in 
1947, for she was invited to attend the UNESCO Con- 
ference in Venice in 1952 as a member of Artists Equity, 
and was one of fifty artists picked to represent the United 
States in the Gravure International of 1952 and 1953. 
During the past four years, she has worked with such 
designers as Henry End, Barbara Dorn, Morris Lapidus, 
Copeland, Novak and Israel, Welton Beckett and Morris 
Tindall on such outstanding installations as the Du Pont 
Plaza Hotel, The Pittsburgh Hilton, Felix Young’s Restau- 
rant, Oppenheim-Collins, B. Altman and Bergdorf Good- 
man. Her most recent work was for Henry End at the 
newly opened Royal Orleans. Shown here is a sampling 
of her work pointing up the various materials and tech- 
niques she has used in working with interior designers 


on recent installations.

Adaptation In D 


ln the general preoccupation with the glamors of specially 
designed effects in the interior, many of the important 
and enduring contributions of contemporary decorative 
details tend, in many instances, to be ignored altogether 
or relegated to a minor place in the scheme instead of 
being combined importantly so as to be a feature in 
traditional renditions. Yet in the attractive house shown 
here which interior designer Polly Porter Lieb has created 
for her clients in Harrison, a suburb of New York, there 
is demonstrated anew how infinitely more satisfactory for 
comfortable living the traditional styles are when com- 
bined in fresh new ways to form modern treatments 
rather than developed in pure renditions of any single 
style. For example, in the living room a specially designed 
modern sofa maintains the generous architectural scale of 
an otherwise eighteenth-century room; in the family room 
a card table grouping is set dramatically at a sweeping 
bow window for the view, and, at the fireplace, a specially 
designed sofa adds to the comfort of the room; in the 
master bedroom two pairs of French doors flanking the 
specially designed Louis XVI bed are used instead of 
draperies in order to circumvent what otherwise would 
be an overpowering drapery situation of window curtains, 
bed canopy and bedspread all together in the one room. 


Throughout the house runs an exemplary color theme, 


notable for a room-to-room continuity.

Flowers from France 


The current enthusiasm for using artificial flowers in 
interior design for offices, showrooms and restaurants, as 
well as homes, grows apace, abetted by such considerations 
as no problems of fading, preservation or replacement, 
thereby representing an economy which every client ap- 
preciates. The fashion is particularly apparent in bouquets 
interpreting decorative treatments in period interiors. The 
latest addition to the roster of sources for artificial 
flowers is The Gazebo, a flower shop in New York at 113 
East 62nd Street, which is importing exquisite handmade 
silk flowers that look absolutely real. They are the Fleurs 
de Versailles collection from the House of Fromentin, in 
Paris, which has been a leading manufacturer of artificial 
flowers for sixty years, supplying museums such as the 
Chateau de Versailles, interior designers and the haute 
couture salons of Dior, Lanvin-Castillo and Balmain. The 
petals are made individually—for each petal, each leaf, 
an iron mold is cast to the exact design, and for the 
flower the finest Oriental silk gauze is used, then after 


the required petals or leaves are cut they are dyed, each 
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Early 18th Century (Régence) 


The short but exuberant period of the Régence, in 
reaction to Louis XIV’s later somber years at 
Versailles, ushered in great elegance in the design- 
ing of furniture, fabrics and accessories; this age 
of luxury was expressed in elaborate flower 
arrangements combining hollyhocks, delphinium 
and tritoma, lilacs, poppies, peonies, carnations, 
jasmine, passion flowers, bleeding heart and roses, 
as arranged above in a classic stone urn. 


petal tinted by hand with colors individually mixed, and 
dried on blotting paper—before being assembled by 
monteuses to form true flowers, each petal fitted with 
fine wire so that it can be bent and fluttered realistically 
in any desired arrangement. But if realism is not your 
aim, Joseph McDonnal and George Fox will have the 
flowers dyed any color. Most of the bouquets are inspired 
by old documents and paintings, as revealed here in the 
accompanying illustrations, assuring authenticity in de- 
sign as well as realism; thus each arrangement becomes 
an exclusive work of art far removed from the usual 
artificial flowers. The flowers are not sold individually, 
but in arrangements, with prices naturally depending on 
the number of flowers used; and The Gazebo is prepared 
to create custom-design bouquets in any period style of 
arrangement to order for interior designers who may or 
may not supply their own containers. The flowers will 
be made to order in Paris, flown to New York and 
arranged to specific design, assuring a highly personalized 


service. 
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Late 18th Century (Directoire) 


Madame Tallien, “the scandal, the charm, the 
shame and the delight of the Directoire,” enter- 
tained with some of the most memorable parties of 
her day, a feature being the selectivity uf her 
flower arrangements of which this grouping, in a 
classic téle vase with its preponderance of cabbage 
_ roses, bulb flowers and carnations, is typical. 





18th Century (Louis XV-Louis XVI) 


Madame de Pompadour displayed scented flowers 
of Sévres porcelain in her ravishing collection of 
objets dart at Chateau Bellevue, the arrangements 
including roses, zinnias, peonies (the first of which 
she had brought from China), exotic sunflowers, 
morning-glories, tulips and ranunculus, as pictured 
in.a basket reproducing the flower arrangement in 
a painting of the period.

Late 19th Century (Art Nouveau)

From Viking to Modern 


To encompass in one exhibition the arts and crafts of a 
country from prehistoric times to the present is a 
formidable undertaking. Yet that is what the Danish 
Society of Arts and Crafts and Industrial Design has 
attempted in “The Arts of Denmark” now on view at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York. Although 
Denmark is a small country, its design heritage is far 
out of proportion to its size and goes back many hundreds 
of years. The realization of this extensive heritage as one 
views the handsomely mounted exhibits is perhaps the 
most interesting and revealing aspect of the exhibition. 
The second outstanding feature is the superb manner in 
which Finn Juhl has arranged the hundreds of items 
selected for showing. 

The exhibition covers several rooms on the second 
floor of the Metropolitan Museum. In keeping with the 
Danish penchant for neatness and order, Finn Juhl has 
arranged each object to its best visual advantage, a re- 
markable feat when one considers the vast number of 
objects, both large and small, with which he had to cope. 
No area is crowded or cluttered looking. And by following 
the exhibition with the beautifully printed catalog espe- 
cially prepared for the showing, the viewer’s enjoyment 
is further enhanced. With few exceptions, each object 
has obviously been carefully selected to depict an era in 
Danish culture, and the total effect shows the strong— 
and the weak—areas in the development of Danish arts 
and crafts throughout the centuries. 

Most Americans will probably find the historical sec- 
tions of greatest interest, for few will have had a previous 
opportunity to see these objects drawn from Danish mu- 
seums. To view artifacts from distant times holds a great 
fascination, and the imagination is strangely affected as 
one attempts to envision the misty past through the 
impressionistic carving of an animal or bird made by 
man in the year 7000 BC. It is even more startling to see 
an earthen vessel dated between 2300 and 1800 BC and 
find its shape and design completely modern in feeling, 
an indication of how highly developed the art of pottery- 
making was even at that early time. 

The smaller selection of art from the medieval and 
Renaissance periods indicates the growth of the church 
at this time, and the outstanding pieces are works of 
religious art—a richly ornamented altar frontal from 
Oelst Church, silver chalices and ceremonial objects. The 
only furnishings for the home are an oak bridal chest 
showing an Italian influence and a spindlewood chair of 
Icelandic origin. One would have welcomed a few more 
pieces of Renaissance furniture that might give a clearer 
picture of life in the large manor houses of the time. 
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In viewing the arts and crafts of the 18th and 19th 
centuries, it is inevitable that one should compare the 
work of Danish craftsmen with that of other countries, 
for this was the period when the French and English 
attained their greatest height in furniture design. Nothing 
that is shown in the exhibition reaches this level of 
design. But this does not make them any the less interest- 
ing, and there are many pieces of outstanding beauty and 
craftsmanship: a silver chair made for King Frederik IV, 
for example; or a high-back armchair by cabinetmaker 
Johan Weys. 

Not until we come to the work of several artists of the 
late 19th and early 20th centuries do we find the begin- 
nings of an individual expression in furniture design 
and see a hint of a break from the past and outside 
influence. This new approach to furniture is evident in 
a mahogany sofa by G. Bindesboll and a child’s bed 
by Jorgen Roed. As Erik Zahle states in his introduction 
to this section of the catalog, “if there were any proto- 
types these must be looked for in the classical art of 
antiquity.” This is certainly true of the child’s bed which 
was created by the artist for use in his own home: the 
animals and ornamentation which decorate the sides 
of the bed are obviously inspired by paintings on classical 
vases. The Bindesboll sofa, made in 1850 is remarkable 
for its clean, straight lines and simplicity of detail; it 
can well be considered a forerunner of the Danish con- 
temporary movement, a movement crystallized by the 
20th century pioneer of modern design, Kaare Klint, 
whose sideboard of 1930 is typical of the honest and 
forthright approach of current Danish design. 

The greater part of the “Arts of Denmark” exhibition 
is devoted to all phases of contemporary design, and it 
is here that one feels a certain disappointment—not so 
much in the designs themselves as in the fact that the 
majority of them are by now familiar to American 
audiences. When the first announcements of the exhibition 
were received, they indicated that new designs were being 
specially created for the showing and that there would 
be a section of experimental work. Although there were 
a number of pieces not shown here before, there were 
few really new designs and no evidence of experimental 
work. 

No one will deny that the contemporary section of 
the exhibition clearly points up the Danes’ single pur- 
posiveness in creating designs which have their roots in 
craftsmanship, are honest in their use of materials, are 
esthetically beautiful and clearly defined as to their 
function. This is as true of a simple household item such

Through 
the continued efforts of such noted designers as Finn 
Juhl, Hans Wegner and Borge Mogensen, Danish con- 
temporary furniture has reached a high level of design. 
The question now is whether this level is but a plateau 
along which other designers are continuing in the foot- 
steps of their leaders, or is it a springboard for new 
achievements? There are, of course, differences in the 
work of individual Danish designers, but the differences 
are subtle, and the overall impression of the contemporary 
section yields a certain sameness and lack of variety. 

As a means of cultural exchange, the importance of the 
exhibition cannot be overestimated, for in the arts and 
crafts, there is no barrier of time, place or language. 
When the exhibition closes at the Metropolitan Museum 
on January 8th, it will move on to the Chicago Art 
Institute. Although the itinerary following that is not 
yet scheduled, the exhibition is expected to remain in 
this country for approximately two years. In addition 
to the installation views pictured here, there is a page of 
individual designs with credit to their American dis- 
tributors spotlighting a number of the many sources of

Nine room settings designed to illustrate the potentials 
of vinyl upholstery in providing ornament and elegance 
to the “showroom” areas of home and office were created 
by Color Consultant Arthur A. Brill for The Plastics 
Division of The General Tire & Rubber Company and 
coordinated by Tom Lee, A.I.D., into an exhibit at the 
Savoy Hilton Hotel in New York. So successful is Gen- 
eral Tire’s Bolta Color Coordination Program in produc- 
ing an extensive range of patterns, textures, and colors 
in vinyls that even some of those most closely connected 
with the exhibition were momentarily deceived in dis- 
tinguishing the vinyls from the fabrics used in combina- 
tion with them. The high level of this accomplishment 
: is well matched by the professional excellence of the de- 
signers of the exhibit. Vinyl upholstery has been widely 
praised for its durability and ease of maintenance, and 
it has consequently been widely used in areas where dura- | 
bility and ease of maintenance were the prime considera- 
tions. Since its patterns and textures have not approached 
the elegance of fine fabrics until now, vinyl upholstery has 
not made much of an inroad on living and dining rooms. 
The disarming Bolta Color Coordination program has 
considerably lessened the gap with respect to patterns, 
but the texture of vinyl is still not what one expects to 
touch when he sits down. Arthur Brill has, therefore.

permitted the patterned vinyl to move into the “show- 
room” areas of the home and office on the outsides of 
but has 


wisely continued to use fabrics on back pillows and 





seating pieces—for durability and maintenance

In this way the visual effects of the new 
vinyl upholsteries are maintained, making the best of 
their functional advantages without disturbing the con- 
ditioned response to textures, and certainly the vinyl 


industry will find this an advance for their products.

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Showroom Impact 1960 


In December, 1958 INTERIOR DESIGN published the first 
definitive article pointing up the growth and economic 
impact of the wholesale showroom in America. In Decem- 
ber, 1959 this was followed by a progress report on the 
showroom. Since then the consumer press has recognized 
this vital and moving factor in the distribution of quality 
homefurnishings. The most recent article to appear was 
in the October issue of House Beautiful under the title 
“Where do you go to find the best?” written by Marion 
Gough. This widely read shelter magazine informed its 
800,000 readers that’ “besides fine department stores and 
furniture stores there are other places to shop for quality 
furnishings these days. These other places are called 
showrooms which operate differently from retail stores.” 

This, of course, is no news to the readers of INTERIOR 
DESIGN. But it is important that a large consumer maga- 
zine is advising its readers they are missing much in 
high-quality furnishings by not being aware of sources 
other than the stores. 

The article continues to explain the three types of 
showroom operations—the manufacturer’s showroom, 
the individually owned showroom that “buys and sells 
manufacturers’ merchandise just like the stores, except 
that it does not sell directly to the consumer.” and the 
manufacturer’s representative “who may display the 
products of several manufacturers.” The article then 
states that these showrooms sell only through qualified 
interior designers and dealers and emphasizes the fact 
that by buying through an interior designer the consumer 
pays no more than he would elsewhere and “gets the 
bonus of a decorator’s professional advice included in 
the purchasing price.” 

The article also pinpoints the reasons for the birth and 
continuing growth of the wholesale showroom: the fact 
that “during the depression, the stores began to put in- 
creasing emphasis on doing business in volume and 
having a high turnover in sales. Since the highest quality 
does not sell as quickly and easily as lower priced goods, 
it was the general tendency of the average store to gear 
the bulk of its merchandise and its displays to middle- 
of-the-road tastes and pocketbooks.” This meant that “the 
makers of the fine stuff were not getting enough exposure 
of their product in the stores . . . so they set up show- 
rooms in which they could exhibit every piece and pattern 
of their entire line—something no store could afford the 
space to do . . . They adopted the policy of selling at 


wholesale to retailers, decorators, and other professionals 
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who are qualified to resell the goods to the public. The 
showrooms particularly invited the patronage of the 
decorators, who were in turn glad to find sources of 


uncommon quality—the something special that everyone 





else didn’t have—for their clients.” 

The growth of the wholesale showroom has by no 
means reached its peak. Each month new showrooms and 
branch outlets of existing showrooms are opening all 
over the country. The most recent is the Atlanta Decora- 
tive Arts Center in Atlanta, Georgia, whose first tenants 
are Baker, Kittinger, Jens Risom, Thonet and F. Schu- 
macher. A more complete report on this new Center will 
appear in a subsequent issue of INTERIOR DESIGN. Among 
the other showrooms which have appeared in the past 
year or so are a Cincinnati branch of Murray Showrooms, 
Inc., of Indianapolis; Meldan Furniture with a new 
showroom in the Chicago Merchandise Mart; a new, six- 
story building by A. T. Euster in Miami, Florida; a 
Toronto, Canada showroom by Vanleigh; Los Angeles 
and Boston branch showrooms by Dunbar; a new Knoll 
showroom in Los Angeles where Jens Risom recently 
tripled his existing showroom space; a Baker showroom 
in Cleveland; Union National in New York; Albert 
Larsen of California in Los Angeles, representing a 
sizeable number of furniture, fabrics and floor coverings 
manufacturers; Rapids Furniture with a new floor in 
Boston; and Design 3, a new manufacturers’ representative 
showroom in Philadelphia. 

What accounts for this phenomenal growth? The 
greater buying power and higher taste level of the Ameri- 
can consumer is a strong factor, of course. But credit for 
raising the level of taste must go to the interior design 
profession, a profession which has set the pace that the 
wholesale showroom has followed. 

Until recently, coverage of homefurnishings by the 
consumer press has been primarily on the retail level, 
and the reader has been sent to the retail store to buy. 
Now more and more publications—magazines and news- 
papers—are indicating the advantages of buying through 
interior designers. In the June 1960 issue of Good House- 
keeping, for example, appeared an editorial feature called 
“Interior Decorators: Any Good for You?” This article 
explains the benefits of using an interior designer, sets 
forth the various ways they work, suggests ways of select- 
ing a qualified professional (such as through the Ameri- 
can Institute of Decorators), and emphasizes the fact 
that decorators are not just for the very wealthy. In

addition to the many services and abilities of the pro- 
fessional—his knowledge of “perspective and propor- 
tion. color harmonies, architecture, and furniture by 
types and periods,” the article also points out the im- 
portance of the fact that “he knows where to shop, includ- 
ing places for furnishings and accessory items that you 
might never discover without him.” These places are, of 
course, the wholesale showroom. 

Here is promotion of the interior designer in depth, 
for Good Housekeeping has a circulation of 4 million. 

Newspapers, although even more retail-minded than 
the shelter books, are also becoming aware of the inte- 
rior designer’s importance in the distribution of home- 
furnishings. In March of this year, the Detroit Free Press 
sponsored an exhibition called “Decorate for Living” 
featuring room settings created by members of the Michi- 
gan Chapter of the A.I.D. More recently the New York 
Herald Tribune in collaboration with the New York 
Chapter and Resources Council of the A.I.D. co-spon- 
sored the “Design and Decoration” show. This was one 
of the largest and finest homefurnishings shows ever 
presented. The Tribune's editorial pages carried stories 
on the show each day from the time of its opening on 
October 8th until its closed on October 16th. And the 
October 9th edition of “Today’s Living,” the magazine 
section of the Tribune, was devoted almost in its entirety 
to a pictorial presentation of the show. 

What are the retail stores doing to meet this competi- 
tion? A feature story in the September, 1960 issue of 
Furniture Review provides the answer in a “New focus 
on decorating services”: “Clasping an essential link 
between the product offering of the home furnishings 
retail store and the needs and desires of the prospective 
customer, is the confident. creative hand of the interior 
decorator. Growing ever more vital to the total store 
operation, it is the staff decorator’s knowledgeable ap- 
proach that can account for a hefty portion of sales, 
unattainable without such a service.” 

The methods employed by twenty-two stores from 
Cortland, New York, to Winston-Salem, N.C., to San 
Diego, California, were studied as the basis of this 
article, and the findings clearly indicate that “across the 
country, stores are continually expanding their decorator 
shops, adding staff members and widening availability 
of their services to reach into every home.” Some of 
these stores used only one or two interior designers; 
others operated exclusively as decorating studios. Sales 
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figures show that in two stores who had recently estab- 
lished an interior design department, “as much as 25 
percent of their total business volume is attributed to 
their decorators.” The decorating department which had 
been initiated eleven years ago in a Syracuse, New York 
store accounted for 40 per cent of total sales volume. In 
other areas, the figure goes as high as 90%. Research 
also proved that “the longer a store maintains this 
special service, developing and smoothing its operation 
and more firmly establishing its availability, the more 
valuable a department it becomes.” 

Does this mean that the channel of distribution is 
returning to the retail store? Not at all. Although the 
decorating studios in these retail stores maintain room 
settings and displays of top quality furnishings, and the 
interior design staffs are encouraged to utilize the avail- 
able stock from the store’s furniture department, it is 
not possible to carry the full range of homefurnishings 
available today. This means that the store’s interior de- 
signers must turn to the wholesale showroom to take 
advantage of the many sources at their disposal. 

In defining the role of the interior designer in relation 
to the wholesale showroom today, we quote from a recent 
letter from Leonard C. Van Wye, president of Vanleigh 
Furniture Company in New York: “As the public learns 
of and leans toward professional guidance, showrooms 
have taken on an added importance as the prime source 
for those with a discriminating taste, even for those whose 
budget may be limited. Consequently, the interior de- 
signer can confidently introduce his clients to reputable 
showrooms with the assurance that a vast and varied 
selection of homefurnishings—beautifully displayed and 
priced to accommodate most any pocketbook—awaits 
them. Showrooms never would have made such strides 
without the contribution and support of the interior de- 
signers, and we at Vanleigh are happy to see them get 
the recognition they so justly deserve.” 

The distribution shift in the homefurnishings industry 
from the retail store to the showrooms still seems to be 
ignored by homefurnishings economists in spite of the 
fact that interior designers and decorators account for 
a dollar volume in excess of 2 billion. The House Beautiful 
article was the first step towards public enlightenment of 
the distribution channel through which the bulk of quality 
homefurnishings flow today. The showroom operator has 
an economically sound franchise. He will jeopardize this 
franchise only if he attempts to function also as a retailer.

Warner's New Showroom 


The new showroom of the Warner Com- 
pany on the 6th floor of the Chicago 
Merchandise Mart is as attractive as 
it is convenient to use. As representa- 
tive for a dozen or more wallpaper 
lines, the showroom solved the problem 
of display in several ways. New papers 
are first seen at the entrance where a 
window area is arranged in a small 
vignette. To the left, papers are shown 
on “wings” utilizing one wall. The 
opposite walls have small bays with new 
wallpapers serving as a background 
for small conference areas. Centering 
these two areas is a long custom table 
and counter with wallpaper books for 
easy reference. And at the rear, large 
scenics are mounted on pull-out panels. 
The latter area can be seen in the show- 
room view pictured here: the scenic of 
trees, fountain and dado is C. W. Stock- 
well’s Parterre. The spaciousness of 
the showroom is a great asset in view- 
ing such papers from a distance in 
order to gain a better perspective on 
the way various patterns will look when 
actually installed. On the wall behind 
the counter is another Stockwell pat- 
tern—Antique Cards. Smaller wall 
areas are covered in Timbertone white 
texture alternating with gold grasscloth 
and blue-green foil.

problems of making money that few have given much 
thought to this overall matter of “Estate and Business 
Planning.” the eventualities of death, disability, old age 
and the various tax sheltered plans available to accom- 
plish the best results. 

Several months ago we had the privilege of working 
with the owner of a prosperous business in the upholstery 
fabrics field. He had founded this business fifteen years 
ago on $1,000 of borrowed capital. Today the business 
is worth approximately $500,000 capital plus surplus, has 
twelve employees and sells its product on a nationwide 
basis through interior designers. This man has a son in 
the business with him who is progressing satisfactorily. 
He also has several other “key” employees of many 
years standing. In addition, the owner has a modest 
personal estate. He had done some thinking and planning 
but not on all-inclusive basis. He had taken care of 
certain isolated areas such as having a will made, writing 
a letter of instructions of his intent to his executors and 
giving a small amount of his property away. Upon thor- 
ough analysis, his objective was first to be sure that his 
wife was adequately taken care of, and secondly that his 
only son should take over the business in all its phases, 
ownership and management. When we showed him his 
problem of inheritance taxes and the other costs versus 
a shortage of liquid assets to meet them with possible

disturbed. Of course, if the business were jeopardized in 
any way, the objective as stated above could not be 
realized.

We had his business 
solve the cost liquidation problem by paying the taxes 
etc. without it being declared a taxable dividend to his 
estate, and we had the son enter into an agreement to 
purchase the business from his father’s estate at a fixed 
price. This not only established a value for the stock in 
this close corporation but diversified the estate for income 
benefits to the mother. Corporate trusts were utilized 
throughout to facilitate management and the carrying 
out of the deceased business owner’s wishes. The business 
owner’s own accountants and attorneys participated 
throughout in arranging the final solution. 

Every situation is different. It is imperative that every 
owner of a business, whether it be large or small, a sole 
proprietorship or close corporation, whether there be 
one principal involved or ten or more or less, devote a 
few hours today in order to save precious hours tomorrow 
and possibly avoid severe consequences. Pre-probate 
planning versus post-probate planning is imperative in 
today’s economic climate.

TEN BOOKS ON ARCHITECTURE — 
By Marcus Vitruvius Pollio. Translated 
by M. H. Morgan. Reprint of 331 pp. Illus- 
trated with photographs and diagrams. 
Dover Publications, Inc., 180 Varick St., 
New York, $2 
Probably the most influential work on architecture ever 
written is the work by Vitruvius, of which this attractive 
and exceedingly cheap edition is the latest authoritative 
printing. The book, an encyclopedic work at the time of 
its composition in the first century B.C., brought together 
all the architectural knowledge of antiquity and reflected 
Vitruvius’ ideas on the architect as artist, scholar and 
technician. For hundreds of years it was the principal 
source for students, and his instructions were faithfully 
followed, whether they dealt with exact measurements of 
classic columns, the construction of buildings or the 
preparation of pigments for decorative frescoes. Michal- 
engelo, Bramante, Vignola, Palladio freely acknowledged 
their debt to it, and earlier architects accepted the author’s 
authority as final. The book is of value to the contem- 
porary reader for its insights into the living conditions 
of Greece and Rome and the aesthetic beliefs of the times. 
It also strikes a modern note in many ways, with its con- 
cepts in the broad function of architecture, being as 
much concerned with the creation of suitable living 
space as with the mechanics of construction. The author’s 
emphasis on what is functional in design resembles very 
much our own search for an architecture which will unite 
beauty and utility.
